Business unemployment tax reduced 


SPRINGFIELD — Illinois busi- 
nesses got a late Christmas gift 
Thursday as Gov. Jim Edgar quick- 
ly approved a bill slashing unem- 
Ployment insurance taxes on 
employers by $128 million. 

“Coupled with an automatic $123 
million reduction through the exist- 


ing tax rate formula, this legislation 
means a savings of a quarter billion 
dollars this year for Illinois busi- 
ness,’’ Edgar said in approving the 
legislation just a day after it was 
passed by lawmakers. 

“That money can bolster business 
growth and expansion rather than 


sitting idle in a government trust 
account,’’ Edgar added. The reduc- 
tion is effective immediately and 
applies to all of 1996. 

The tax cut was strongly opposed 
by labor unions and most Democrats 
in the Legislature, who contended

5 tavern owners sentenced for gambling 


Five area tavern owners were sentenced Friday in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court in East St. Louis on federal tax violation charges 
related to illegal gambling in their taverns in the Metro East. 

Each pleaded guilty before Judge William D. Stiehl to one 
count of failure to report income from the gambling operation. 

The case also ended in the recent racketeering conviction of 
vending machine business owner Thomas Venezia of Belleville. 

The five sentenced Friday‘are: 

— Ardith Decker, owner of Ardie’s and Tiny’s in Collinsville, 
was sentenced to two years of probation. She was ordered to 
serve the first four months on home confinement and must pay 
a $5,050 fine. 

— Scott Tiemann, operator of B Street Bar in Belleville, and

Madison County Public Defender John Rekowski said he is 
optimistic about the program and eager for it to begin. 

‘This is going to be a new adventure. These are unchartered 
waters for all of us, but I foresee good things to come.” 

Rekowski said the program will be an enlightening alternative 
for drug abusers. 

“I would love to see this program succeed,” he said. “I’m in 
favor of it because it is an alternative to jail or prison. It’s 
going to address the problem where it needs to be addressed, 
and that’s treatment. We obviously need a different solution, 
other than locking the problem behind bars.” 

Rekowski said the county’s program is drawing a lot of inter- 
est from criminal justice officials throughout the state. 

“I’ve been asked by numerous people about this court. They 
have a drug court in Cook County, but it does not address 
treatment until after a disposition is entered. We are the only 
county in the state with a pretrial diversion program going on.

And if that gift was 
a houseplant, you're prob- 
ably concerned about 
keeping it healthy and 
thriving. 


Since many plants have 
found their way into new 
homes during the past few 
days, we have some tips, 
especially for those who 
are unfamiliar with the 
proper care they need. 


Everyone knows that 
plants need water. It's how 
much and how often that 
escapes many folks. And, 
unfortunately, they simply 
pour some water on the 
plants every few days. 
Wrong! Too much water 
can be as bad as too little 
for a plant. An easy way to 
find out is to-poke your 
finger into the soil. If soil 
sticks to your finger, it's 
moist and doesn't need 
water. If it doesn't stick, 
the plant needs water. 


Some plants, such as 
African violets, can be 
watered from the bottom. 
Set the plant in a saucer or 
pan of water and let the 
plant soak it up. When you 
see droplets glistening on 
the soil surface, the plant 
has had enough. 


Potted plants in 
windows should be turned 
occasionally to keep them 
shapely. Turning them 
whenever you water is a 
good idea. Plants should 
be kept away from heat 
sources such as registers, 
radiators, etc. They like 
and need fresh air, but try 
to avoid placing them ina 
draft. 


Plants need light, and 
they may not be getting 
enough in your home, 
even if they're in a 
window. Days are getting 
longer, but they're still not 
quite long enough. 

_ Supplement your home's 
lighting by giving the plant 
a light of its own. 
Fluorescent lighting is 
much better, and these 
types of fixtures come in 
all shapes and sizes. It's 
usually easy to find one 
that blends in well with 
any decor 


Plants should be 
examined after they've 


been in your home fora 
while. An examination will 
probably reveal layers of 
dust. Just like the dust on 
the coffee table or ceiling 
fan lamps, it doesn't look 
too great. But it's more 
than an eyesore. Dust can 
affect a plant's health. The 
obvious solution is to 
clean them, and large- 
leaved plants can be 
wiped clean with a soft, 
damp cloth. For the 
smaller varieties, give ‘em 
a gentle shower. 


What do you feed the 
plants? Most indoor 
flowering plants prefer 
high phosphorus plant 
food. Back to those three 
numbers again. In case 
you're not familiar with 
them, they're on every 
fertilizer container, and 
stand for the amount of 
nitrogen, phosphorus and 
potash, in that order, the 
product contains. A 
fertilizer with a higher 
middle number, such as 
15-30-15 is high in 
phosphorus. Some plants 
prefer a balanced diet, 
such as 20-20-20. If in 
doubt, ask one of the 
experts at Frank's. 


Plant foods come in 
liquid or powder form. 
Most mix with water, so be 
sure to read the instruc- 
tions carefully. They're 
also available in spik 
that you just push intapbey 
soil. Whatever type you 
use, remember to follow 
the instructions on the 
label. 


With proper care, your 
new houseplants will be 
around for you to enjoy 
for a long time to come.

In particular, the metal is known to affect 
normal bone synthesis and breakdown and to disrupt the way 
bone cells use calcium, an essential element found not only in 
bone cells but in all cells of the body. = 

The ultimate research aim is to gather information that may 
someday be helpful in determining acceptable levels of cadmi- 
um exposure, to determine means of preventing cadmium. poi- 
soning and td find effective treatment methods.

Tart cherries cost 
a mere pit-tance 


The seeds of February’s 
cherries were planted for 
holidays ‘that honor foods 
colored red. Journal tasters 
set about their task of per- 
petuating tradition by test- 
ing Flavorite red sour pit- 
ted cherries from 
Dierbergs. 

At $1.39 for a 16-ounce 
can, the price contrasts 
with $2.07 for the same 
product in a national 
brand. 

Unless a cook has used 
unsweetened cherries in 
juice in a pie or other reci- 
pe calling for tart cherries, 
they are a_ lesser-known 
fruit on the shelf. 

The product was tested 
twice, th times in a reci- 
pe offered Feb. 7 in the 
“Micro Raves’’ column. 

The first time it was tried 
by the column’s writers, 
including Judy Eddy, who 
developed the microwave 
recipe. 

“T made Magic Cherry 
Cobbler lots of times to get 
it right and always us 
private label brand, includ- 
ing this one from Dier- 
bergs. I was never disap- 
pointed by the results,’’ she 
said. 

Tart cherries are canned 
only with water, so a 
36-cup serving. has just 60 
ealories, no fat or choles- 
terol, 10 milligrams sodi- 
um, 14 grams carbohy-. 
drate, 11 grams sugar and 
2 g dietary fiber. 

One taster at the second 
event was surprised by the 
flavor of the cherries. 

“The cherries have a 
Food. tart flavor. They taste 

resh, not canned, with a 
good sweet-tart mix of fla- 
vor,’’ she said. 

Another uses makes cher- 
ry pie with tart cherries. 

“T like my cherry pie to

get the strong tart flavor. I 
thought these were not 
quite as strongly flavored 
as the name brands I buy. 
Still, the cherries were 
good and I would use them 
again,” she said. 


Memories of cherry pie 
were hard to stop once they 
began for one taster. 

“It’s been years since 
Tve used tart cherries for 
pie,”’ she said. ‘“These were 
tasty. They’d make wonder- 
ful pie, I’m sure.”’ 

Eddy added that over 
years of cooking with 
canned sour cherries, she 
found them improved in 
quality. In _ fact, after buy- 
ing several cans this win- 
ter, she found none with 
pits. ‘ 

That wasn’t the case in 
these samplings, as the sec- 
ond can contained two cher- 
ries with pits. Each can 
carries a warning there 
may be an occasional pit 
due to mechanical pitting. 


Those who were accus- 


tomed to sweet, thickened 
cherry pie filling had mixed 
responses, which brought a 


recommendation for the 
manufacturer. 

“‘T think it’s a shame peo- 
ple get away from appreci- 
ating treats that not ultra- 
>sweet. It would be nice to 
have a pie recipe on the 
label for the person who 
wants to try them or who 
even gets them by mis- 
take,” she said. 

Another thought the label 
should not show the cher- 
ries in a brighter red color 
than they really are. 
Because there is no dye 
added, recipes using tart 
cherries often suggest add- 
ing food coloring as an 
optional ingredient.
